falfely made complaints of the feverity and in- 
é juftice of the College, by which means they had pro- 
‘e cured ‘a writ, called Corpus cum caufa, from Sir Joun 
« Pornam, lord chief juitice of England, in order to a 
é fall heating of this caufe before him: wherefore the 
« College deputed the Cenfors to wait upon the lord 
# chief juftice, to acquaint him with the truth and juf- 
‘tice of their proceedings, and to expect his lordthip’s 
¢ judgment therein. . 

¢ Accordingly they met Jenxtns and Reap at the 
4 chief juftice’s houfe, highly complaining of the wrong 
+s done them by the Pfefident and Cenfors of the College, 
“by whofe authority they were committed to prifon for 
¢ illegalpraétice, and continued there for fome weeks. 
One ‘Mr. Harris, a Ccounfellor at law, appeared in 
«behalf ‘of Jenkins and Reap. The chief juitice ha- 
¢ ving diligently read over the ftatutes of the kingdom re- 
«laying to phyfick ; demanded of Jenxins how he durit 
¢ pratife that art without a licence from the College. 
‘ Hon which he firft denied praétice, then anfwered 
¢umbiguoully and with hefitation.. At length fearing 
* Jet the chief jaftice fhould give him-his oath, he'con. 
¢ felled that he had fometimes practifed, but as he 
¢ thought not illegally. What, faith the judge, did you 
* ever procure the College feal to juftifie your practice? 
«No, faith Jenxins, but I praétifed as a Surgeon, and 
¢ jn that art the ufe of inward remedies is often necefla- 
‘ry. To which the chief juftice.anfwered, That in 
. ¢ fuch cafes a Phyfician was to be called, it being upon 
*nofuch account lawful for the Surgeon to invade the 
* Phyfician’s province. . The countel for thefe Empiricks 
* objeéted, that the Prefident and Cenfors had no autho- 
* rity to commit to prifon, but only to leave their caufes 
* be determined by other judges. The chief juttice 
* reproved their counfel, and declared, that the authority 
* of the College in committing to prifon was very legal 
‘and valid. Jenkins then complained very much, 
* quod ob raram praxin, and that by the prefcription of 
* others he fhould have fo fevere a fine infliéted ; upon 
* which the College regifter was fearched, and there it 
* appeared, that before this fine, he had been 6 times ac- 
* cufed for practice, and feveral times had been fined in 
* {mall muléts. Upon which account, the chief juftice 
* declared, that he thought it moft reafonable, that after 
‘he had been treated with fo great clemency (and yet 
* sender’d himfelf incorrigible) he fhould have a fevere 
* fine infliéted upon him. And by reafon that Phyficians 
“bills were often pleaded to jultifie illegal practice, he 
‘thought it moft advifeable, that all Phyficians for the 
* fature fhould write upon all their bills their patients 
* names and day of the month and year, by which means 


they fhould be difcharged; they 


termined the following points, which have never fince 


been doubted: . ; 
- That there is no fufficient licence without the Col- 
lege feal.. 

That the authority of the College is ftrong an@ fuf- 
ficient to commit to prifon. 

That the cenfure of the College rifing from leffer 
muléts to greater, was equal and reafonable. , 

That the lord chief juftice cannot bail or deliver the 
College prifoner ; but is obliged by law to deliver bim 
tup to the College cenfure. ey 
That a free-man of London may lawfully be impri- 


foned by the College. 

That no man, tho’ never fo learned a Phyfician or 
Doétor, may prattife in London, or within feven miles 
without the College licence. ‘ . 

I may. perhaps hereafter deduce the hiftory of Empi- 
tricks to our own times, if what has been advancéd: in 
this Letter has no effect; as probably it will not. For, 
we fee they were at all times an impudent audacious fort 
of men, and aloft incorrigible: and that they have not 
been afraid or afhamed to expect the seg of the 
higheft court of judicature, when they have acted in de- 
fiance of the moft falutary laws of the land.

‘ ufeful obfervation ; an obfervation of far more confe- 
* quence to mankind, than all the reft of the book: an 
‘ obfervation, which fhews what a mean, defpicable, 
nay contemptible figure all his jargonico-mechanical rea- 
fonings on the fhapes and mechanifm of the bones ; or 
all the fpecious, tee-drawn, florid theories and hypo- 
thefes, which have hitherto been f{pun, on digettion, 
nutrition, generation, mufcular motion, the animal 
fpirits, &c. make, when compared with one good 
practical obfervation, the ufe of which appears at fight 
to every reader; and the ufe of thofe to none but their 
hatchers’. .
